WE PAY FREIGHT CHARGES (except on Evergreens, Shade trees and other items as 
specified in our price list) to any shipping point within the State of Washington on 
shipments that weigh 100 pounds or over. All shipments 100 pounds or over to points 
outside the State are sold f.o.b. nursery, freight or express charges paid by the pur- 
chaser. On small shipments of stock under $10.00 that can be sent by parcel post (mail) 
add 15% to cost of order to help pay cost of postage and packing. Minimum charge 
25 cents. It is impossible to ship shade trees, evergreens or bulky supplies by parcel 
post.
